Lost in me Snow, 


liY «OB£«T DUlMtEE, AN Ol.U TKAl'I'KH. 


My life has been one full of titrunj-e ad- 


venturta ; for EIIJCC I was a lad of sixteim, 
till I readied ihe age of aixly-eighi—more 
thaa half a century—i was hi tbe employ 
of the Hudson's Bay Fui Company.. Some- 
times i anted as an Indian trader ; Imt for 
many years I fallowed trapping and pack- 


g- 
i am now eighty-five, and still a hale and 


hearty old man. It ia true that J cannot 
stow away so large a quautily ofbulFalo 
beef as I once could ; but even yet 1 enn 
hold my own with younger men at Hie 
detacher. 


So eouinoured did I become uf my ex- 


citing pursuits, that it was with difficulty I 
G.)uld reconcile myself to the idle life I now 
'ead among my children. Ah ! many a 
happy day have I spent, trapping alone, on 
tbe Waken Lake and Astiniboln River; for 
sometimes 1 would shoulder my pack, and 
without a single companion strike out to 
tho head-quarters of tbe Red Kiver of the 
North and spend months upun iht'iutselling 
my traps and hoarding my peltries, till ui 
length growing tired of the lonely vvilder- 
ues?, I would make up a packet of mv 
choicest fura.anci return again to the "fort," 
as ournorlhern trading-post was called. 
I 


spent nigh on to twenty years, oil' and on, 
at that old station of the Company. 
He-re, 


.fter a few day's rest and a pleasant timo 
with my old companions, who might happen 
to be in, I would repair my traps and start 
again, perhaps in some other direction, on 
another long and solitary tour. 


Sometimes, with a few choice comrades, 


I would seek tbe trapping-groands of the 
friendly Shayenne or Assiniboin Indians, 
and trade with them for their peltries, which 
I would sell again to the Company's agent 
at a considerable profit. 
At other times, 


wbile drawing a yearly salary, from the 
Hudson1? Bay agent, I would be frequently 
scut in charge of dog-trains to dislaot points 
to bring in the pelts from various caches 
("hiding places1') where our trappers and 
hunters had deposited them. 


On one occasion I was ordered to go 


thus, with a large train and two compin- 
ious, from a temporary post on tfie Moose 
River, a branch ol the Red River, west- 
ward, to one of the northern branches of 
Missouri. 
Some of our men had, the au- 


tumn before, made a long cache of otter 
and beaver skins on tbe banks of that stream, 
and early in the spring 1 was directed to 
bring them in. 


One of my companions, D'Arville, bad 


been of the aulumn party; he was therefore 
sent with me as a guide, Tbe other (Fa- 
lardeau) had not been long in tbe employ 
of the company, but was permitted to ac- 
company us, at bis own request, being de- 
sirous as he said, to learn the country. 


We reached the stream, and found Uie 


caches till right; and, after stopping for a 
few days,to rest our dogs and recruit them 
OQ a good iced of buffalo meat, we started 
on our return to tbe trading post. 
We hud 


travelled some three or four days, when on 
reaching one of the northern hca Js of Shay- 
enne, D'Arville the guide remembered hav- 
ing been told by one of his comrades of a 
former trip, that, by taking another route 
eastward from that stream, we could short- 
en our distance to the Red River ; we struck 
out in that direction. 
The route would 


take us through a treeless prairie of many 
miles extent. 
None of us had ever at- 


tempted it before ; but we would have bad 
no difficulty in crossing it, had not a blJnd- 
iae: enow storm set in with such violence 
and frequent cbangea of the wind that, alter 
struggling along for two days, with no ces- 
sation of it, we became confused, and the 
guide confessed that he knew not where we 
were. In short, we were lost \ and that 
under tbe most unpleasant of alt circum- 
stances ; upon a wide find unknown plain, 
on which, even were it not for the blind- 
ng storm, no landmarks existed to direct 
our steps. 


On encamping the first night ou this des- 


olate track, we secured our dogs around u?, 
and were all so completely stfbwed in that, 
on the return of day, it was with much la- 
bor that we could dig our way again to ihe 
surface. The snow hail fallen to Ihe deplh 
of five feet. 


To proceed with our sledge* Was out of 


the question, tor the spring snow, continu- 
ally falling, was without a crust. Leaving, 
therefore, tbe sledges and packs behind us, 
just as we bad detached the dogs from them 
the night previous, we whistled on our faith- 
ful animals, and started onward, Imping, 
soon as the storm should abate, to be able 
to continue our way towards the fort. 
But 


tbe snow continued to fa!l, till it became 
impossible without snow-shoes, as we were 
to proceed. 
We therefore dug down to the 


ground, and determined to encamp till the 
snow should have worn itself out, and tho 
surface become bard enough to bcfir our 
weight, or so long as our scanty supply of 
buffalo'beef should bold out. 
We were 


soon buried beneath tbe snow-drift again ; 
bat our dogs -with the true instinct of their 
species, struck out for tho fort. 
Ila-i it 


been possible lor us to have followed them, 
they would have conducted us safely on 
our right course. 


Still the storm prevailed, and the snow 


ioutinued to fallns if the clouds would never 
empty themselves. 
For two days and 


nights wo remained hibernated beneath tho 
snow. 
At Ihe cud of that lime our meat 


was entirely consumed, notwithstanding we 
had exercised the utmost ccommy in ihe 
nsc of it. Again wo Attempted to strike out 
towards the Red River; but the weather 
was still cloudy, and still fell the snow. 
There nas iio object perceptible, either in 
tho heavens or on tbe plain, by which we 
could direct our straggling steps. Still bow- 
ever, we struggled on, hoping with longing 
hearts for -lie cheering n;ys of Ihe aim. 
Unfortunately I had lost my pocket com- 
pass on my outward trip ; and with al! our 
hunter craft we found it impossible to keep 
the right direction. For five days longer 
wo toiled through the yielding snow, fulling 
In l»o debility of starvation nt almost every 
step fts wo struggled along ; for, (hirim; nit 
llicso long days and weary nights, nothing 
piipsed our shrivelled lipa but enow. 
But, 


hoping Hgnlnst hope, we still kept on, rest- 
ing fti night if resting it could bo called, 
while tho fierce knnwlnga of hunger worn 
tearing our vllals. 


On the night of Uie fifth day svo wore too 


much exhausted with fntiguo and starvation 
to scoop out a sleeping plnco In iho snow ; 
but, wrapping ourselves up in our blankoln 
and buffulo robos, threw ourselves down 
to din; for death WAS now during ur, nil in 
the face. 
Despairing of ever seeing iho 


Ughl of Another d«y, wo dosed our oyqs, 
and wire BOOH loaUn'forgotCulnMS. 
But 


BtUl another tiny nrrlvod to tin—hut to two 
ot us only ; for bcMiio mo, wnippcd In Mm 
ftMna robo, lity Out hnrty of my poor com- 
rfldo D'Arvtllo, fillfT and llfnlu<M.

The Agassiz expedition, at the latest ac 


eouuts, was off Sandy Point, Patagonia 
Among scientific curiosities noted by scan 
members of Ihe party were immense quan 
tities of kelp, the "Macrocystic pyrifera.51 


This'is the largest known alga or seaweed, 
and grows on these coas's in from six to 
twenty fathoms of water, in vast beds, warn 
ing the mariner to beware a near approach, 
unless he wishes to be entangled iu an iu 
cxtricable network. 
It throws up from tbe 


oceanic deptbs stems of immense length 
some of them from 700 to 1000 feet, the 
greatest development reached by auy mem- 
ber of the vegetable race now ia existence. 
Patches of this seaweed were passed in open 
sea, wilb large sea-lions lying on its service 
who were apparently navigating iu this 
novel manner with much satisfaction to 
themselves,and afforded much amusement to 
tbeir scientific observers.—Boston Journal.

My poor friend was a much younger mm 


than myself, aud although unused to the 
life of hardships I had always been usd 
to, bore up much better than I could.

. And, fairly dragging me over the glo/.?d 
surface of Ibe frozen enow, the brave fel 
low hastened with renewed strength tow an 
Ibe object. 
It indeed proved lo be a Shay- 


enne wigwam, deserted but a few days be 
fore. 
But no vestnge of food was lo be 


found in or about it. It was built of bides 
and seemed to have been standing souii 
time, and frequently tenanted by smal 
parlies ot Indian hunters, in their passages 
to and from Ihe posts of Ihe Company. 


Poor Falardeau's courage, which bad 


sustained him so bravely thus fur, began I 
yield to the disappointment of not finding 
food there ; and throwing himself upon th 
ground, Ihe stroug man put his hands to hL 
lace and wept like a cbild. At length In 
turned to me and sahl, "Ah, liiy friend, i 
is useless to struggle longer against tb( 
cruel fate that awaits us; let us tlio here :

But as I was 
about to th/oV myself a I liis sido to sleep 
Qiy last carlldy slumber, an object glidei 
swiftly past au opening in the buffalo lildt 
near uiy face, aud crawling lo ibe door, m} 
eyes were gladdened by the sight of a rubbii 
bounding iiway towards a clump of willows 
upon ihu margin of a spring not far oil'.

suflenncs. Exhausted and spiritless, I soon 
sank Into a state of partial insensibility. J 
iad become unconscious of paiu. 
My hun- 


ger was forgotten ; but still I retained a 
knowledge of my hopeless condition, and 
Iho desolate surroundings about me.

near as I could judge, in my dying state, I 
iad lain thus till tbo evening of ihe seventh 
lny, when my dull ear caught ihe sound oi 
i peculiar grating noise upon '.he snow. 
f bo sound was not uulamiiiar to me ; anc 
as it became more and more distinct, in Us 
nearer approach to me, it awoke a train ol 
memories, and, urousing my sunken ener- 
gies, called mo back again to hope.
